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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Your town has received public health nursing service 
for eight months of this year. The regular public health 
nurse resigned in April and another nurse was assigned 
to your town for the summer months. ie 

Following is a brief summary of the services ren- 
dered during this period: 66 home visits have been made. 
These home visits have been made to mothers of pre- 
school age children and infant, expectant mothers and to 
follow- -up cases of communicable diseases. 

Schools have been visited and conferences with 
teachers and parents held in the interest of providing for 
better school health services. . 

A series of three Child Health Coneeances were 
planned by the Health Committee for August, September 
and October. Nineteen pre-school age children and six 
infants received physical examinations. The following im- 
munizations were comleted: 4 children received small- 
pox vaccinations, 7 children received diphtheria toxoid 
and 3 children received whooping cough vaccine. The. 
purpose of these conferences is to provide an opportunity 
for each parent to have his pre-school age child or infant, 
examined by a competent physician at least once a year. 
The total attendance at these three conferences was 52. 
Since there is considerable interest shown, it is hoped that 
these conferences will be continued as an annual activity 
of your community.

Cash available for current expenditures at February 
10, 1948, amounted to $749.78, which amount reconciled 
with the bank statement of the Federal Trust Company. 

. All receipts were examined and found to be correct- 

ly recorded. 

Expenditures were made by check and were support- 
ed by warrants authorized by the Selectmen. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 

Accounts receivable amounted to $37.70 at February 
10, 1948, made up of an item due from an individual for 
withholding tax and an item due from the Tax Collector 
for 1947 excise tax. 


TAXES RECEIVABLE 

The 1947 commitment of taxes, which amounted to 
$17,265.62, was added and found to be in agreement with 
the warrant of the Assessors. Supplemental taxes in the 
amount of $68.64. were collected. The balance due from 
the Collector on this commitment was represented by a 
list of unpaid taxes according to the records of the Col- 
lector. . 

Prior years’ taxes receivable are listed on Schedule 
A-138. 

Requests for verification were mailed to a represen- 
tative number of taxpayers whose accounts were outstand- 
ing at the end of the year.

The balance of tax liens at February 10, 1948 was

One bond was cashed for $383.50, which amount 
was used for town road improvement.

SURPLUS 

The Unappropriated Surplus of $6,444.99 at the end 
of the year reveals a net decrease of $5,491.75.
